W ashington, Ju n e 5 (JP) — Secre­ 


tary of S tate Acheson today told 
senators how other U nited N ations 
vetoed an A m erican plan last No­ 
vem ber for “hot pursuit'' of enemy 
planes across the K orean border into 
M anchuria. 
He said th e U nited S tates pro­ 
posed only two or three m inutes of 
air p en etratio n of M anchuria but 
the o th er Allied governm ents would 
not go along with th e plan, 
Acheson was testifying 
for the 
fourth day a t hearings bv th e S en­ 
ate Armed Services and Foreign R e­ 
lations com m ittees on th e ouster of 
Gen. D ouglas M acA rthur. 
Acheson read a telegram sent u n ­ 
der his sig n atu re last November 13 to 
A m erican em bassies in o th er United 
N ations. Til is sim ply advised th a t 
it “m ay become necessary” to put in 
the “h o t p u rsu it” plan. 
T he approval of th e other govern­ 
m ents was not asked. T here has 
been previous testim ony from U S 
m ilitary leaders, however, th a t such 
strong objections 
were raised 
by 
o th er n atio n s w ith troops in Korea 
th a t th e plan w*as never put into 
effect. 
A cheson’s telegram said th e “priv­ 
ileged san ctu ary ” of M anchuria — a 
term M acA rthur often used — pre­ 


sented a "grave problem " to U N. 
forces since "enem y aircraft <n a ­ 
tionality not always known* operate 
from M anchurian fields, dash into 
K orea air space to strike U N air 
and ground forces and then Av to 
safety behind M anchurian border a 
very few m inutes away.” 
T he telegram asked the em bassies 
to advise the reaction of the other 
governm ents but said the United 
S tates was not asking "concurrence" 
because the "hot pursuit’’ doctrine 
"would tu rn upon m ilitary necessity 
and elem entary principles of self- 
defense." 
Acheson added: 
"W e are not pushing it in the 
U nited N ations because we believe 
we are m uch more likely to get our 
results by increasing the economic 
restrictions rath er th an asking n a ­ 
tions to go fu rth er in a m ilitary 
way th a n they are prepared to go in 
th e economic way." 
Sen. Stennis asked about the pas- 
sibility of a veto of any move to seat 
the Chinese Reds on the U nited N a­ 
tions Security Council. 
Acheson said the U nited S tates 
would never be called upon to use 
a veto unless it found itself in the 
m inority on th e seating question and 
I "we d o n ’t expect to be in the m inor- 


I ity.”

knock a finger off—but in no case 
would one drop off.
